T 
HE Civil War left the southern farmer destitute, 
robbed of his slave labor and in most instances 
of his capital 


Then followed great national reconstruction, prin­ 
cipally in the North. The North and Northwest experi­ 
enced a great railroad boom. Illinois, Wisconsin, Minne­ 
sota, Iowa and the Dakotas prospered They had their 
great agricultural era. The South was neglected.
